Inspector Sullivan advised at 7:45 p, m,, 3/22/G5,

Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr., has indicated he will 
appear in Davenport, Iowa, April 28, 1965, to accept the "Pacera 
in Terris" pe<>ce and freedom award to be awarded tp him by the 
Davenport Chapter of the Catholic Interracial Council (CIC). Dr. 
King plans to arrive in Davenport sometime on April 28, 1965, 
and indicated he plans to spend the night in D"*venport probably 
staying at the Blackhawk Hotel, Third and oerry Streets*. The 
number of persons in Dr. King's entourage for the trip to 
Davenport is not yet known. 

Tickets for the dinner have been on sale to members 
of the various civil rights groups for the past two-three weeks, 
and went on sale to the general public on March 15, 1965. The 
tickets are being sold at $10.00 per person and CIC expects to 
sell aoout 2,000 tickets.
